be minted after July 1, Secretary Mc-

fallen practically into disuse. 
The new

Under the new coinage each 
piece will be of different design.

side shows an eagle perched high upon 
a mountain craig, wings unfolded. Grow- 
ing from a raft in the rock is a sapling 
of mountain pine, symblilic of America. 
The design of the twenty-five cent piece 
is intended to typify the awakening of 
the country to its own protection, Sec- 
retary McAdoo's announcement stated. 
Liberty, a full length figui'^i if^ shown 
stepping toward the conntry'.s gateway 
bearing upraised a shield from which 
the covering is b^ing d iawn.

The largest number of the strikes have 
been in the metal trades in many states. 
More than half were in New York, Massa- 
chusetts, Pennsylvania and Ohio.

i 140 branches and nearly 14,000 mem- 
: bers.

Under this program every able-bodi^ 
I man and Avoman would be enlisted for 
: the country's defense; there Avould "be , 
universal service instead of the limited - 
compulsory system 
which now obtains. 
The association is convinced that "free- 
dom and independence can be asatired 
only when all Avho are able, conscious of 
their duty, prepare themselves for ser- 
vice in the country's defense forces, Awitb 
j a view, in case of necessity, to being 
! able to defend those most sacred poa- 


sessions of the nation."

The concrete scheme of the association 
' takes the form of general compulsory 
training, Avith limited repetition trainirijj 
and service, and local 
and provincial 
training and organization. 
Starting out 
from the principle that the basis of all . 
defense must be the forming of. a poAver- 
ful race, the program 
Avould provide 
physical exercise in the schools, and sub- 
' sequent 
preparatory 
training 
of 
tha 
youth of the country. 
After i;hig the 
time actually spent in the ranks would 
be comparatively short, the association 
argues, citing Avhat has been seen 
in 
that respect in the present Avar. 


Only a feAv of the large levies thus 
obtained Avould suffice to form the field 
rmy. 
Thence the men would pass into 
t he "local troops"—territorial 
defense 
forces. 
These latter Avould be so organ- 
't il that, together with the strong lo- 
I a'.ized frontier and coast guards, they 
could be ready to take the field in a feV 
hours.

If such a thing be possible, we think Decoration da}^ in this year 
1916 takes on'a deeper significance to thoughtful Americans than on 
anj'- anniversary since a grateful republic began bestrewing with flow- 
ers and bedecliing with flags the graves of its soldier dead. 


There is a reason for this added significance and this deeper con- 
secration to the sentiment which Decoration day awakens in the 
American heart. At no time since the close of the civil M^ar, now 
more than half a century ago, has this country been so moved in its 
patriotic impulse. Events of the past year, the outgrovv'th of the Eu- 
ropean Avar and the Mexican trouble. haA'c served to mightily stir 
the American spirit. We are hearing on every hand expressions of 
wholesome patriotism. Preparedness to maintain our rights as a safe- 
guard to future peace is 6eing impressed as a cardinal virtue and a 
prime necessity. In tlie larger cities "preparedness parades" are be- 
ing held. The business man, the professional man, the student and 
the workman are enlisting in the civilian training camps all ovei' the 
coiintry. 
One of these, of no small proportions, has just been held 
at Culver, and in it many high school boys were enlisted. 


For fifty years the survivors of the soldier ranks in tRe civil war 
have—unconsciously, 
perhaps, 
but 
certainly, 
nevertheless—been 
preaching to a later generation this same patriotism and this same 
preparedness. The grassy mounds that mark the resting jilace of the 
soldier dead in the cemeteries have been eloquent with tlie same mes- 
sage. 
Perhaps we are jii.st begiiming to grasp it to the full—have 
just begun to appreci.ite tlie deeper meaning of the message. It will 
be well if oii this Decoraton da^y-, as we hfuior the soklier dead, avc 
shall receive foi- ou;'h(^ives a iiew eonsecratiou in the pati'iotic s))i;-it 
in which they marched forth—to die, perhaps, but to emerge victor 
nevertheless. 
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Thirty-five of Uncle Sam's boys in khaki have given their lives for the flag since last Memorial day. 
Although the United States has been at peace these men have sacrificed themselves to guard our border and the in- 
terests of humanity on foreign soil. 


Most of them met death along the Mcxican border or with the punitive expedition which 
dashed 
into 
the 
Bouthern republic after the tragic Colu mbus raid. 


The others, all members of the marine'corps, the "soldiers of the sea," were 
killed in the 
island 
republic 
of 
'fayti v/here they went to end a reign of terror and save the inhabitants a nd their property from the murderous 
fictions that were ravaging the country.

It is impossible to measure the loss to this country in the death 
of a great citizen such as the late James J. Hill ,railroad-builder, em- 
pire-builder, capitalist and busines.s giant, whose death has just oc- 
curred at his home in St. Paul. liis career, too, supplies another in- 
tance of a lowly beginning, the development of a mighty intellect and 
R stalwart courage, and the achievement of things that stand out 
largely even in comparison -witJi the finest accomplishments of the 
business age. James J. Hill amassed tremeiidous wealth, but he did 
more than that. He literally developed an empire of farms and villages 
and towns and cities by carrying through a vast region transportation 
facilities at a time when other men were fearful to attempt it and 
were almost a unit in prophesying failure. He did not take away: lie 
gave. 
Throughout his career Mr. Hill, too, retained in singularly 
large degree the friendship of the public, because he demonstrated to 
the public that it could trust him. It would be difficult in all the his- 
tory of American finance and American industrial endeavor a parallel 
to this Canadian-born boy who came to the United States penniless, 
but who possessed the vision and the ability to make that vision be- 
tome a reality.

most bloodthirsty fan. 


Converting himself from sport writer to 
war correspondent, Dick writes as follows 
of the Sunday battle: 


"During the third inning of Sunday's 
game at Muskegon Outfielder Pat Duncan 
of the Grand Rapids team, was called 
out at first base on a close play. He ran 
to the 
plate to 
protest 
with Umpire 
Shuster and was fined and ordered off 
the field when his protest became too 
vigorous for any umpire to countenance. 
Duncan started towards the beach and 
Shuster 
turned to walk 
towards 
the 
plate. 


"Pat walked a few feet toward 
the 
bench, then, beeming to lose all control of 
himself in his anger, walked back and 
deliberately swung his right to Shuster"s 
jaw with all the force he could put behind 
it. 
Shuster, a small man, dropped like a 
log and was unconscious for fully ten 
minutes. 
Immediately Duncan was sur- 
rounded by irate spectators, who swarmed 
on the 
field. 
The other Grand Rapids 
players did their utmost to protect Dun- 
can, although not one of them seemed in 
sympathy with his cowardly action. 


"Several members of Muskegon's police 
and sheriff's force 
finally 
managed 
to 
surround Duncan so as to protect him 
from the crowd and take him from the 
grounds. 
He was placed under 
arrest 
and released shortly after the game under 
bonds of $100 
furnished 
by 
President 
Essick, of the Grand Rapids team. Dun- 
can was cut and bleeding as he was 
dragged off the 
field, 
while 
even 
the 
Grand Rapids fans 
who 
attended 
the 
game were free to say that he deserved 
all he got. 


"Some excited spectators, losing their 
heads as badly as Duncan had, and fully 
as cowardly, since there was no reason to 
blame them for the offense of another, 
assaulted the Grand Rapids players as 
Essick's men manfully tried to protect a 
fellow member of the team in trouble. 
President Essick was hit a dozen different 
times, one of the blows loosening a front 
tooth. 
It was a most disgraceful scene 
from start to finish. Duncan was alone to 
blame for starting it. 
He looked safe 


when called out the time he lost his tern« 
per. 


"Duncan, as a result of his assault on i 
Umpire Shuster, has 
been- indeflnltelj 
suspended and will be fined heavily, o m - 
cials of the Central league favor scrappy 
baseball, but inrX that it be kept within 
the bounds of decency. 
The scene M 
from two three thousand enraged fans 
swarmed over the field after Duncan'« 
assault on Shuster will long b© remem- 
bered by all who saw it. Shuster lay oi 
the ground dead to the world, thousand^ 
shouting wildly and the uproar such thai 
the field could not be cleared inside oí m 
half hour."

Mohammedanism plays upon this 
trait. It 'changes the worship of fet- 
ishes to that of a prophet's war cries. 
It makes believers in a single god, 
but a god of bloodshed and brute 
force. 


Christianity is handicapped in Its 
fight against the titdal wave of Mo- 
hammedanism. R. Burton Sheppard, 
who accompanied Bishop Joseph C. 
Hartzell, bishop for Africa of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, a^s his 
secretary on explorations over cen- 
tral Africa, says In his book, "Is- 
lamic Africa": 


''Acceptance of Islam by an Afri- 
can does not necessarily mean a 
breaking away from native customs. 
It is rather an addition than a dis- 
placement. 
For example, while a 
Moslem is allowed by the Koran not 
more than four wives, a native Afri- 
can may have as many as he can 
support. 
Gratification in sensual 
pleasure ^nd in a life of Immorality 
Is sure to be taken by such religion- 
Istis when their god is supposed to be 
satisfied with the repetition of formu- 
lae. Native Africans see nothing but 
good in polygamy." 
CREATES BLOODTHIBSTY 
WARRIORS. 


All writers agree that Mohamme- 


danism creates more courage and 
fanaticism and that it increases the 
native's sensual development. 


Henry'Drummond, a well-known 
authority on Africa, says in his 
book. "Tropical Africa": "Wherever 
they go in Africa the followers of 
Islam are the destroyers of peace, g 
the dissolvers of the family tie." 
Sheppard in "Islamic Africa" says: 
"The practices of Islam are surety 
for the presence of jealousy, hatred 
and strife." 


There Is no disguising 
the fact 
that Christianity must work as It 
has never worked before If it is to 
stop the peril of Mohammedan Afri- 
ca. 


The natives who have been con- 
verted to the belief in Christ are un- 
doubtedly happier than those of pa-

European nations have improved 
their possessions in Africa. 
Roads 
have been cut through the tangle of 
the jungles, trade has been opened 
up with the Interior. 
And the Mo- 
hammedan is a born trader. 


Religious freedom has been given 
to all the people governed by Chris- 
tian nations, and the Mohammedan 
has taken advantage of this to such 
an 
extent 
that 
he 
has 
set 
up 
mosques, arrayed 
whole 
tribes in 
Turkish robes 
and fezes, 
and set 
whole sections of the country to re- 
peating the Mussulman's 
prayers 
with all the ardor of a Mohammedan 
born and bred in the religion.

tive was England's 
greatest 
ob- 
stacle in conquering 
the savage 
tribes. General Gordon died beforo 
the fanatics and it took the utmost 
skill of Lord Kitchener and a strong 
and modern army to quell the crazy 
tribes at Khartum. 
CAIRO TO SEND OUT 
WAR SpiMOirS. 


It is known that the Turk is look- 
ing for further conquest. 
Cairo is 
the seat of his religion. 
Constanti- 
nople is the government capital, but 
the Egyptian city will send forth the 
call for another holy war when that 
day comes. Cairo has lines of com- 
munication already stretching into 
the interior of Africa. A few more 
years of uninterrupted progress and 
it will have complete command of 
the continent with the exception of 
South Africa. 


European countries have taught 
thousands of the natives the use of 
modern firearms. Machine guns are 
not Nitrange to them. 
Jslam will

The natives are loyal to Christian 
nations because the white men have 
awed them with force. Those who 
have been converted are loyal be- 
cause of belief in the doctrines mis- 
sionaries have taught them, but with 
the church forces removed and the 
white men in uniform fighting among 
themselves, the last barrier to Mo- 
hammedanism is down. 


Before the war interrupted Chris- 
tian conversion and gave Islam its 
great opening our missions were do- 
ing tremendous work in spite of the 
strong opposition. In Cairo an open- 
ness of mind had appeared; Moslem» 
were listening to our missionaries. 
In the station in Kamerun 
there 
were 7,500 converts and thousands 
had been turned away. 


Christianity was doing marvelous 
work, considering its handicaps, and

that 
can be repeated and 
amplified if the proper enthusiasm 
is forthcoming when the opportuni- 
ty again presents itself.

Born in Towhattan county, Virginia,

University of Virginia in 1852, he was 
practicing law in Bristol, Va., when the 
war broke o u t ^ n d lie, began his career 
in the confederate 
army. 
He 
p/ovcd 
his daring with such effect that he be- 
came a scout for . Gen. J . K. B. Stuart 
and led the celebrated raid around Mc- 
Clellan's army on the chickahominy. In 
Richmond, a year later, he rccruitcd .an 
jndepe|ident 
cavalry 
troop, 
which 
be- 
came famous as Mosby's partisan rang- 
ers. 
They became pight riders and ¡the 
terror of the federal troops. 


His Most Brilliant Exploit. . 


INfosby's most brilliant 
exploit 
was 
the capture of Gen. Stoughton. 
On a 
March night in 1863 he, with thirty fol- 
lowers, rode through the federal army 
to Fairfax 
Court 
House, only 
fifteen 
miles 
from 
Vvashington, 
where 
Gen. 
Stoughton 
was asleep. 
Although 
sur- 
rounded bv an army said to have been 
17,000 strong, the rangers calmly kid- 
naped the general, his staff and many 
sentries, and turned them over to the 
confederate 
authorities 
at 
Culpeper 
without having lost a man. 


Gen. Grant once later saved IMosby 
from hanging, and two foes of the bat- 
tlefield became staunch .friends. 
Mosby 
stumped the state of Virginia for Grant 
during his 
presidential 
campaign, and 
was rewarded wirfi an appointment as 
consul at Hong Kong, a post which he 
held for seven years. 
When he returned 
to the United States, Mosby called on 
the surviving members of 
his 
rangers 
and, »to his astonishment, he found that 
a large percentage of them had become 
ministers. 
In parting their old colonel 
said: 
"Well, boys, if you fight the devil 
like you fought the Yankees there will 
be 
something 
to 
record 
on 
Judgment 
Day." 


He next 
became 
special land 
agent 
for 
the 
government 
in Colorado, 
and 
from 1004 to 1910 he was an attorney 
in the dei)artment of justice. 
The clos- 
ing years of his life were spent in lec- 
turing and authorship. 
His homo lay 
across the Potomac, at Warrenton, Va., 
Init ho was often seen in Washington, 
his white hair and strong Roman fca- 
turtps making him a picturesque

on the streets or lecture platform.

His 
long, slender, tapering, white hands—his 
most attractive physical feature—indi- 
cate a person of fine sensibilities, of 
warmth of feeling. 


Those who have come into close per- 
sonal relations with him know him as a 
genial person, a good mixer, although 
cartoons, photographs, the insurance in- 
vestigation and his judicial dignity on 
the supreme court bench have given him 
an entirely diiTcrent reputation.

The preceding articles on the great 
Fort Wayne pageant gave information 
concerning the physical arrangements of 
the pageant grounds and gave a review 
of the opening scene, which introduced 
the audience to the early French period 
of the history of Fort Wayne.

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Loneliest Civil War Veteran in Search for 
Sister Who Has Been Lost for Tifty Years 


While Persons All Over the 
Land Observe Memorial 
Day 
Today, 
Former 
Drummer Boy Hero is in 
Sadness, Awaiting Clue to 
Whereabouts of 
Long 
Missing Relative.

Silver Sppng, Md., May 30.—"l\Iag- 
gie Brady, where are you? 
The loneliest 
veteran of the civil Avar—your brother- 
wants you!" 


This is the cry sent out today, when 
veterans in all parts of the country are 
on parade 'or attending jMcmorial 
day 
exercises, from this little village whoro 
Bernard Brady, the baby soldier of the 
civil war, lives solitarj' and crippled in 
a barren little house out on Blue Stone 
road. 


Bernard 
Brady 
has 
perhaps 
the 
strangest and most tragic story of any 
of those which are uppermost in men's 
minds today. 
Sitting on a rough stool 
at the door of his cottage he told it to 
The Sentinel correspondent, and asked 
help in the hunt for his sister, Maggie 
Brady. 


July 4 will be the fiftieth anniversary 
of that hunt. 
Brady has given all—his 
youth, 
his limbs, 
his 
health—to 
his 
country. 
And all he asks in return is 
that this Ifcst sister, his only near rela- 
tive, be found to comfort his lonely old 
age. 


In l<sr)2, when he was a lad of H—the 
ago of our fourth grade kiddies toda.y— 
litiJc liernard Brady marclied of}' to ^\^í^r, 
drum sticks in hand. He Avns the nortli's 
civil war baby, the youngest 
drummer 
boy v.iio fought. 


When tlic war ended and Brady wa? 
dipchnriro'l—a piecc of Avar's driftwood 
at tile age of 13—lie had no place to go, 
no frii'urjy. no home. 
His 
raotlior 
and 
strpf:ith('r 
were 
dead. 
He 
could 
not 
rc;::î i!or \\Tite. 


Kxfcpt that liis 
name was Bernard 
Brady, 
he knew 
praetically 
notliing 
about himself. 


In t h e n e x t 30 y e a r s his Avas t h e Aveird 
experience of 
a man 
finding 
liiniPcU. 
(Iradiiaily he discovered Avlint liis fam- 
ily was, Avhere he liad been born, and in 
learned liow old he really Avas! He 
taue^hi hiinself to read and to write. 


•'The best T can make 
out," 
Brady 
told 
the Sentinel correspondent 
today. 
"1 wr,> living Avith my mother and stejv 
faîlicr ;it a ]daee called Portsmouth, Va., 
Avhen the war started. 
Biglit after the 
battle of the Monitor and the .Merrimac, 


AvTien the Union soldiers came into Nor 
folk, )ny stepfather enlisted in the 58th 
Pennsylvania regiment, and had me en- 
listed iTi Company C as a drummer boy. 


"Drummer l)oy I Avas called, but I wa.-^ 
a sort of j;ick-of-all trades for the men. 
Did everything 
fi'om running errands to 
bidding H candle in the tent Avhile thev 


played cards. 
I 
marchfed right 
along 
with the men, and Avas at Petersburg, at 
Richmond, in the 
fight 
at 
Bachelor's 
Creek, at Fort Harrison 
and 
Chapin'a 
Farm, and Fair Oaks and Spring Hill." 


But it is hard to make Brady tell hoAv 
he helped Avin many a battle by carry- 
ing, cheer and strength to the soldiers, 


Bernard Brady sits all alone outside 
his little bouse at Silver Springs, Md., 
thinking of the days when he was a 
drummer boy in the civil war and of 
other days 
when he played with big 
little sister, for whom he has made a 
50-year search. 


tramping back and forth all day Avith 
pails of cold Avater and pots of hot cof- 
fee, AA-hile bullets zipped by and shells 
burst around him. 


"You see, whenever things began to 
get hot," Brady said, "the adjutant would 
say to us, 'Now you boys clear out,' and 
he'd chase us back 
Avhere the 
cooks 
Avere. But from there Ave'd carry things 
forward to the men behind the breast- 
Avorks." 


Brady's injury came years 
later, at 
Little Rock, Ark., Avhen, delirious Avith 
typhoid, lie wandered aAcay from camp 
one night and Avas frost-bitten before 
he Avas found. 
One leg and half of his 
other foot were amputated. 


Bradj^ Avas discharged after 18 years 
in the armj', including service in tough 
Indian scraps. 
Soldiering Avas the only 
thing he kncAv how to do. 


Brady's one occupation now is con- 
tinuing 
the hunt 
for his sister, Avith 
Avhom he vaguely 
rememhers 
plating 
Avhen he was a tiny boy in Wisconsin. 


She is the only close relative left to 
hi"m—if she is still alive. 


And if Maggie Brady is not 
found 
soon, Drummer Boy Brady may be de- 
prived of the one reward I.p asks for his 
youthful heroism in Uncle Sam's armv.

Adoo announced today, 
l-'or the iirst 


time since \rf>\. n change will be ef- 
fected in these pieces. 
The announce- 


ment disclosed that the half dollar has 
fallen practically into disuse. 
The new- 


design was selected with hope of restor- 
ing it to more general circulation, it was 
indicated. 
Under the new coinage each 


piece will be of different design. 
The 


half dollar and dime-models were made 
by Adolph A. Weinman and the quarter 
dollar by Hermnn A. MacXcil. Both are 
sculptors of note. 


The face of the new half dollar bears 


a full length of Liberty, with, a back- 
ground of the American flag flying to 
the breeze. The Goddess is striding to- 
ward the dawn of a new day, carrying 
laurel and oak bcancb.es, symbolic of 
civil and military glory. 
The reverse 


side shows an eagle perched high upon 
a mountain craig, wings unfolded. Grow- 
ing ' from a raft in the rock is a sapling 
of mountain'pine, symbolic of America. 
The design of the twenty-five cent piece 
is intended to typify the awakening of 
the country to its own protection, Sec- 
retary McAdoo's announcement stated. 
Liberty, a full length figure, is shown 
stepping toward the country's gateway 
bearing upraised a shield from which 
the covering is being drawn. The right 
hand bears an olive branch of peace. 
Above the head is the word "Liberty" 
and below the foot "1016." The reverse

Given in Summary 


Fresh troops in large masses «ie 


being-thrown by the Germans against 
the French lines northwest of Verdun 
and twice within the last twenty- 
four hours Gen. Nivelle's forces have 
been compelled to give ground. 


The weakest point in the French 


defense appears to be in the neigh- 
borhood of Cumieres, between 
the 


village and Dead Man hill, to the 
west. This line was dented by the 
Germans for a distance of more than 
300 yards in the third of a series of 
violent assaults yesterday afternoon. 
Last night the Germans returned to 
the attack with a fresh division and 
Paris admits that in the face of this 
3rive the French were forced to re- 
tire slightly along the Bethincourt- 
Cumieres road. 


The German 
attacks apparently 


were equally violent along other sec- 
tors of the front west of -the Meuse, 
but according to the French war office 
nowhere else were the crown prince's 
men able to gain ground. East of 
the river heavy artillery fire in the 
region of Fort Douaumont is re- 
ported. 


Advices from the Balkans show a 


continuation- of Bulgarian

There is a reason for this added significance and this deeper con 


secration to the sentiment, which Decoration day awn kens in the 
American heart. At no time since the close of the civil war, now 
more than half a century ago, has this country been so moved in its 
patriotic impulse. Events of the past year, the outgrowth of the Eu- 
ropean war and the Mexican trouble, have served to mightily stir 
the American spirit. We are hearing on every hand expressions of 
wholesome patriotism. Preparedness to maintain our rights as a safe- 
guard to future peace is being impressed as a cardinal virtue and a 
prime necessity. In the larger cities "preparedness parades'' are be- 
ing held. The business man, the professional man, the student and 
the workman are enlisting in the civilian training camps all over th 
country. 
One of these, of no small proportions, has just been held 


at Culver, and in it many high school boys were enlisted. 


For fifty years the survivors of the soldier ranks in the civil wai 


have—unconsciously, perhaps, but 
certainly, nevertheless—boei; 


preaching to a later generation this same patriotism and this same 
preparedness. 
The grassy mounds that mark the resting place of the 


soldier dead in the cemeteries liavc been eloquent with the same mes- 
sage. Perhaps we are just beginning to grasp it to the full—have 
just begun to appreciate the deeper meaning of the message. It wil 
be "•well if on this Decoraton day, as we honor the soldier dead, we 
shall receive for ourselves a new consecration in the patriotic spiri 
in which they marched forth—to die, perhaps, but to emerge victoi 
nevertheless.

Berlin, May 15.— (Correspondence

The, Associated 1'rcss).—The old oppo- 
sition to the unrestricted admittance of 
foreigners to the Herman universities has 
sprang up, in new form, in a movement 
for the exclusion from university priv 
leges after the war of all that is ncn- 


in. This opposition before the war 


was directed principally against. Rus- 
sian Jews, who flocked to fiermnn col 
leges in great numbers, and the agita 
tinn led to certain restrictive measure* 
aimed at that element. 


The new movement is directed agains1 


foreigners generally. Apparently is orig 
inated among (iermsm students who con 
fidored it an injustice to themselves ti 
allow lecture rooms and laboratories t 


e overcrowded with foreigners, 
Th" students ::t several 
imiversitip 


lready adopted resolutions, no 


demanding the total exclusion of foreign 
ers. but, the relegation of them to 
secondary position in the enjoyment o 
univer.-Hy privileges. It is demanded, in 
particular, that no foreign student shall

"The Russians:" he iMlioutcd to inn otllc-or. 
The outpost to the t:«ji was a mil'! away. In 


the guard's shelter lint of straw had b.-.-n left 
th« battery which was to furnish the spark to 
set off the mine when ,th« time came.
